PROHIBITION. 

This is one of tho most popular and 
one of the most public theories or 
topics that Is being discussed iu the 
papers throughout the United States 
to-day. And while It has done 
great deal of good in many places, 
yot to-day there Is an Evil ' practice 
connected with it that Ihe present law 
does not meet, aud which Is a shame 
lo our city and our county.

Aud one reason why It appears from 
Ihe public records that prohibition 
does almost eutlrelv prohibit— is be- 
cause those who drink aro uuder ob- 
ligations to concesl tho fact from 
public view, In order to screen those 
from whom they purchase, anil In 
order that they may maintain their 
reputation and confidence with those 
whodeallult Now I known whereof 
I speak, and can verify Ihe statement, 
that there are men iu this town to- 
day who sell more whisky, make 
more money and at less expense than 
ever at an) time before Prohibition— 
aud eveu boast of this fact, and 
furthermore there is not a day passes 
but that nioro or loss drunken men 
can In. fouud In our town. Nor is this 
all. Our officers, many of them whose 
sworn duty it is to protect the law* 
of our laud and country, are the very 
parlie. to whom those places are besl 
known, consequently this of itself 
gives confidence to those parties who 
are willing to sell In direct opposition 
lo our Prohibition laws. And not 
only this— but It has an rvil influence 
in many dlreotlons. To llluHlrate, 
every house In the city who deals In 
vinous or malt li<|uors In order to 
shield or protect themselves fiom 
public view or deleclion, they keep 
othor goods orgrocerieaand represent 
themselves Id this llgbt'to the public, 
and away back some where In some 
dark recess or den is found all kind, 
of destructive drinks, aud often 
the case is iunocent honest men who 
aro dealing alone, either iu dry 
goods or groceries are robbed of a 
large portion of their trade by those 
parties who keep whisky and otter it 
aa an inducement to many that in- 
dulge and feel that they can not get 
it in any other way, and I do think 
that aa law abiding citizens, those 
who like gentlemen when their 
countrymen, a majority of whom said 
you must uot sell malt or vinous 
liquors surrendered up their business 
in that direction and tried some 
other more honest method or mode 
of livelihood need the protection of 
this law and a shield against those 
ho violate, and by ao doing robs 
Ju.tlce of her rights la many direc- 
tions.

Science or Deciphering Mental Callbee 
from Stroke, and Daahaa of tha Pan. 

It Is called "graphology." Civiliza- 
tion is not now content to read and 
study tho meaning of worth find 
phrasos In written communications. 
It must also know tho character and 
make-up of tha writer. The Idea i« 
not altogether new. It is rather an 
old accomplishment mado prominent 
by our latter day tendency to "go" 
and "push." 

Sliakcspoaro said: "Ulvo mo the 
writing of a womttn and I will tell 
you her character." Sunntonlus, dur- 
ing tho lloiiian Emplro, declared that 
the Emperor Augustus published his 
pciKonality ovcry liino ho signed his 
name. Gootho was a careful studont 
of handwriting. Tho youugor Dumas 
declares that graphology la an emi- 
nently useful scionce, because it is not 
necessary to have the personal ac- 
quaintance of an individual in order to 
know him or her. 

Now comes auothor Frenchman, M. 
Mil-it. hi. who declares that it was ho 
hiuisolf who tir-i, acting on hinta de- 
rived from the Abbe Flaudrln. biic- 

led in forming a definite system, 

oxlending apparently to the minutest 
detail, forwbioh, ot course, itianoces- 
sary to refer to hi ■ own treRtiscs. Like 
hisprodocossors, howovor. Miction at- 
taches much importance to tho gonor- 
nl appeai'anco of a handwriting. When 
the linos have an upward dlreotlon 
across tho page it is considered to bo 
an Indication of hopefulness, while tho 
converse Is suggested by line • tending 
downward. 

"The caso has boon Instanced to me 
of a letter by a gentleman whom 1 
know well, shortly aftor the death ol 
his r.earost relative, when tho lines 
ran almost down tho pago. Ever aluce 
I became acquainted with him the di- 
rection of his writing ha. been qulto 
normal; but then, before I knew him, 
happiness had come to his life." 

Miction gives a very affecting illus- 
tration ot thoso points by a fac-slmlle 
of the last letter of Marie Antoinette, 
addressed to her sister-in-law, lime. 
Elisabeth, whero one thinks it ean 
hardly be nit-re fancy which detects in 
the upward and downward direction 
of the linos traces of the emotion of a 
great soul torn by a conflict of fetdlng. 
Iu tho opening words: "I fiavo been 



coniloniiifil," the sentence ilrops visi- 
bly. But ax thn Inlnrud QMS)* and 
woman rises aboVsj her Indignities in 
Iho Words: "Nut to a death of shnnin. 
.is that i* only reserved for rriininuK 
but to go and rejoin your b'-o'hor, " 
tho words rise with iho rising thought. 
And so on throughout ono of thu most 
lender, touching, dignified lollers 
which was over penned by banian 
hand. 

Again, the Indication of a diplo- 
in nl Ic, not nopossarily an insincere na- 
ture, is OOQfiderad lo be afforded l:y a 
wavinoss in the lines, a sort of untlu- 
littory motion, while the direction 
Itself lbs straight arross tho page. 
Words nud lines well separated luanl- 
fi-st clear ideas ; anil an upright style 
shows Ihttt in the main ihe character Is 
ono where tile head rulos. whilo if It 
slo|>cs very lunch to ill-, right ami is 
much rounded it is rnlher the heart 
which governs. A writing which, be- 
ginning its wonts an ordinary size, 
tlwindlos ench down smaller and 
smaller toward its end— an •'tcriturc 
glatlio'.ce," as it Is well called— Is tlit> 
algn of dlasiimilntmn', mid, nn thn 
other hand, thtwe whoso tendency is 
strongly marked iu tho opposite diiw 
tlon show a frank, open, ingenuous dis- 
jtosilion. Tho same trait is sometimes 
indicated by a small a, or o, or g I mi 
lug unclosed at tho top. A writing 
whose letters maintain a fair relative 
size throughout is indicative of a 
straightforward, wull-balauced charac- 
ter. Porhaps iu no specimen through- 
out M Michon's book is this more 
atriking than in that of Feuelon, which 
is given aa nn instance of "nobility of 
•oul" 

Where those poitjons of the letters 
which pass "beyond the line" aro par- 
ticularly long upward, tcsthotio 
tastes are indicated; where tho 
tondoncy is downward the dis- 
position la rather "of tho earth, 
earthy." A writing whose letters are 
ilK-onnected is s.ild to bo indicative of 
an Intellect guided by tuition rather 
than by logic The handwritings of 
Chateaubriand anil Victor Hugo are 
reinnikahly striking specimens In 
point; while a mental constitution dis- 
tinguished for its logical power has 
indications of a precisely opposite nat- 
ure. Others again show a duo ad- 
mixture and balance of intuition and 
dediutioii. Tho habit In a froe and 
rapid writing of linking ono wool with 
another by the crossing of the small 
t'a, or by tho tails of tho small d's, is 
a proof of good administrative power. 
It is enough lo take in hand a bundlo 
of one's own correspondence, and go 
through tho letter*, comparing thoni 
will, one's knowlodgo of Iho writera, 
to see how failhfully this symptom 
speaks.— JV. Y. Herald.

the husband — had fallen overboard. 
The woman "took on" In tho wildest 
manner, crying and moaning and 
wringing her hand., and when asked 
how It happened sho roplied:

By that time it was aselcs to think 
of lowering a boat. There was a swift 
current running, and as the man had 
not cried out there could be no doubt 
•if his bonis; drowned. Every one 
pitied Iho woman of course, and when 
somebody Nmk off his hat and d t upped 
a five-dollar bill into it, it was a "go" 
all arouniL A hundred dollars was 
raised her in fifteen minutes, and sho 
went ashore at tho first landing mado 
by the boat, lugging thn bag of olothos 
with her. I went down as far as Her- 
nando, Miss., and stopped offthorefor 
two daya, taking a second steamer 
down on Iho third night from tho abovo 
occurrence. When I wont down to tho 
lovee I saw a couplo with an old sick 
between 'em who reminded me of the 
pair on the boat, and I also saw them 
come aboard. The resemblance aston- 
ished me, but it had to go for a coinci- 
dence. 

Tho steamor pullod out about ten 
o'clock, and had not been under way 
half jtn hour when there was a loud 
shriek, followed by tbo cry of, "Man 
ovorboard!"

The "recent and griof stricken widow" 
left the boat at tho first landing, and 1 
went to bed with tho fooling that cu-

on the Mississippi river. I left tho 
boat at Holena, mado a three days' 
stay, and was roady to take another 
boat on the down trip, when I ran 
uprose that solf-saiuo couplo at the 
lovee. waiting for tho samo boat. 
Aftor somo minutes spent In solemn 
reflection, I walked up to them snd 
■aid to ihe man ; 

"Come now, this Is a square doal. 

andlgivo nothing away. I've seen 

you drowned twice, and I've seen this 

'widow' go ashore with a breaking 

heart tho samo number of times. Toll 

me how you play it and I'll give you a 
ry .l h 

"Let's lee tho money." 

I handed It over, and ha stowed It 
•way in his pockot and then replied: 

"Pvo got on a rubber life-preserver 
under my clotiios, as you see, and J 
g«nerally make shore within a couple 
of mitua. Stranger, dou't gfVe It away. 
We are poor but honest people." 

I solemnly agreed that I wouldn't, 
but I think they rather mistrusted me, 
for they walled over to catoh a boat 
tbo noxl nlgbL— Detroit Fret Preu.

The underground drain 
will cross Main and continue to Vir- 
ginia street. 

Jas. F. Garlty, baggage master on 
a L. St N. train out. of Birmingham, 
Ala., was considerably bruised lu a 
collision that occurred on the 4th inst. 
The engineer had both logs broken, 
but fortunately Jim had no fractures. 
Ho is at home getting over his in- 
juries aud will bo able to return to 
his dntles In a few days. 

Rev. E. M. Manlon, col., of Prince- 
ton, was in town this week looking 
for his erring wife, who he said had 
come to this city with Newton Ashby, 
leaving four small childreu behind, 
one ef which died soon afterwards. 
The woman was found hero, stopping 
with some of her relatives. 

Mrs. Anna J. Mercer died at 8:30 
o'clock Sunday evening at the home 
of her sou, Mr. S. C. Mercer, in the 
86th year of her age. She was a 
member of the Presbyterian church 
and Rev. M. May preached her funer- 
al Monday afternoon. She was one 
of our oldest and highly esteemed 
residents. 

Messrs. W. T. C. Cross and E. B. 
Bassett, of the firm of Baasett & Co., 
who will open a dry goods establish- 
ment at No. 4 N. Main St. on Sept. 3, 
wero In the city this week making 
their arrangements. Mr. Cross has 
gone east to lay in the stock and they 
will open up with a mammoth stock. 
The new firm is composed of youug 
gentlemen from Louisville. 

A baud of three pieces has been en- 
gagsd for tho season at Cerulean 
Springs. The musicians are from 
Nashville. They passed through the 
city Wednesday and will be eu hand 
at the grand opening ball this even- 
ing. All of the indications point to a 
tremendous gathering to-day and to- 
morrow and from this time on there 
will be a crowd there. 

Robt. N. Lander, the colored man 
who this week applied for license to 
practice law, Is about 20 years old 
and is a full-blooded colored man. 
He has worked his way up, chcltly by 
his own exertions, until he has a fair 
education, and has taught school for 
several years past. He is a member 
of the Baptist church and was an 
earnest advocate of prohibition last 
fall. He is one of tho worthiest and 
most Intelligent representatives of his 
race in this section of Kentucky. 



The Council at Its regular meeting 
Tuesday considered several Impor- 
tant matters. 
A committee wan appointed to In 
I vestlgate the cost of a now striking 
bell for the town clock. 

A resolution was paesed declaring 
tlio poles oflho East Ten 11 .Tolephoi 
Co. a nuisance aud ordering their 
removal within 60 days. It will be 
remembered that that corporation 
abandoned the city last year and re- 
fused to show cause on demand why 
they had withdrawn their exchange. 
The exorbitant price chargod for tel- 
ephone service, $60 per annum, per 
Instrument, caused the exchange to 
dwindle down until only a few re- 
mained and the company threw up 
the contract with the city. Their 
franchise his therefore been with- 
drawn and Mr. 8. II. Turner was 
granted the exclusive right to operate 
a telephone exchange in the city for 
15 years from Jan 1st, '88. He pro- 
poses to organize a stock company 
and furnish telephones at about half 
the old rates, jyi.v $20 to $30 per year. 
The details or the grant are to be 
hereafter agreed npon. 

Till STREET RAILWAY MATTER. 

Robt. Brlce & Co., New York, who 
were granted the right lo build a 
street railway, notified the Council 
through tliolr|sUornoy, Judge Landee, 
that tbey would uot accept tho grant 
on condition that tbey keep in repair 
the entire street on each side of their 
lines. Thereupon M r. Sebree, attor- 
ney for the Ilopkiusvillo 8. R. Co. 
ir .submitted his original proposition, 
hlch was unanimously accepted 
Under the grant tho company has 
the exclusive right to operate street 
railways for 25 years; one mile of 
road is to he In operation by June 1, 
1888, otherwise the franchise to be- 
come inactive ; work must be begun 
by Sept. 1, '87; all atreete not occu- 
pied by June 1, "01 to he exempt from 
the franchise; no streets are to be 
regraded by the city; the company 
is to keep the streets In repair lor 2 
feet on oacli side of their tracks, and 
tho highest rate for passengers must 
be not exceeding 5 cents. The re- 
strictions were all agreed to and the 
coutract will he formally accepted iu 
a few days. Mr. 3ebree Informs us 
that his company will begin work at 
once and will have the cars running 
by fall. The first line will probably 
be put down on 0th street from the 
depot to aud out Main street. 

WATERWORKS POSTPONED. 

Mr. Bebree, attorney for the Hop- 
klnsvllle Waterworks Co., also asked 
for the right lo establish waterworks 
In the city. He submitted two prop- 
ositions. O110 was to operate the 
Holly System of waterworks without 
expenso to tho city aud the other wai 
to euter Into a coutract with the city 
to furnish the city with a specified 
number of hydrants at a stipulated 
price. This simply gave the city the 
option to take the water at a given 
price now or pay for It In the futuro 
at the company's regular rates, if she 
concluded to use It. Neither propo- 
sition was accepted, but a grant wai 
made. The termi were not agreed 
upon and ao the matter goes over till 
the next meeting. The two compan- 
ies represented by Mr. Sebree are 
one and the same and their plan is to 
lay the pipes and rails at the same 
time, so that one tearing up of tbe 
streets will do for both the water- 
works and railway plants. The de- 
lay in the former will therefore prob- 
ably retard the work In the latter en- 
terprise for at least 30 days. 



Colored Elopers. 

Jack Sharber, one of the colored 
nabobs of Crofton, has a comely 
daughter who hat just attained tbe 
age of 16. Living near by is a col- 
ored youth a size larger, whose name 
is John Dulln. Last Tuesdsy night 
the couple got together and conclud- 
ed to take a little moonlight stroll of 
14 miles and take the 5 o'clock train 
for Clarksville the next morning and 
link their destinies. After they had 
atartod the old man caught onto ttielr 
racket aud started out to follow them 
also on foot. The young couple ar- 
rived here about daylight, several 
lengths ahead of the old man, who 
soon came up aud took chargo of his 
"gal." She was very much averse to 
going back without getting married 
and told her father that he might 
just as well let her marry and be doue 
with it, as she would have him or 
die. The boy was badly put out and 
to add to his misfortunes he lost his 
only $5 bill while handling it about 
the depot. The elopement being nipped 
in the bud the trio set out together 
for Crofton Wednesday morning, re- 
turning as they had come by the 
tramp's lightning express.
